Finow, Neubrandenburg, Peenemunde, plus one other belonging to 
the northern fighter corps but not located* 

Three fighter regiments which were not located but were iden¬ 
tical with a unit hitherto stationed in Zerbst and two in 
Grossenhain. 
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Germany (Russian Zone) 
24th Air Army 
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One bomber regiment. 

2. Aircraft of the following regiments did night flying in the vicinity of 
their airfields* 

Two bomber regiments in the area east of Berlin. 

One fighter regiment of the northern fighter corps (not located).
